CARTER ON FINANCIAL REFORM. 


Tells the Pres dent What the 


Silverites Might Accept. 


Washington, Nov. IS.—The frequent 


announcement tha.t the president would 
not make or consider any appointments 
until after congress assembled, desir- 
ing to g±vE> all time possible to h!fl mes- 
sage, has not caused any- cessation in 
the stream of office seekers which has 
thronged the corridors and wanting 
rooms at tBe White House for two 
months. 
The president does not see 


many of these, however, as he has a 
large number of official callers who have 
business to transact with the executive. 


Most of the senators or representa- 


tives who cailed on the president were 
asked for their views of the public ques- 
tions which probably will be treated of 
in the message. 
Senator Carter gave 


his views upon the subject of currency 
reform. 
Speaking' as & representative 


of a silver state, he told the president 
that no pla.ii sliould be presented which 
did not contain as a part of it the re- 
tirement of all notes oi. less denomina- 
tion than $10 and substituting for them 
\silver dollars and silver certificates. 
He also gave as his opinion that no prop- 
osition for the retirement of the green- 
backs and the substitution of interest 
bearing bonds in the place could pass; 
nor, he added, could any proposition for 
retiring greenbacks in a manner which 
would contract the currency. 
The-sil- 


ver states would be much benefltted by 
having: silver currency substituted for 
the notes of smaller denomination.

THE LL, BROWN LAW SUIT, 


Time Is Set (or the Hearing oi a Case 


of Long Standing. 


After several delays, counsel have ar- 


ranged to have the hearing in the case of 
the L. L. Brown Paper company of Adams 
against L. L. Brown begun at Pittsfield 
November 29. Ex-District Attorney Job a 
A. Aiken is the auditor, and counsel for 
the plaintiffs are W. H. Brooks of Spring- 
field and Crosby & Noxon of Pittsfisld,and 
for Mr. Brown are C. Howard Williams o( 
New York and Pineree, Dawes, Jr., and 
Burke of PittsBeld. The suit has been in 
court for some four or five years and J730,- 
000 or more is in dispute. The matter 
was taken up a little more than a year 
ago, and four days were spent in the hear- 
ing, when it was found that further time 
must be taken for the experts to classify 
certain items to simplify the trial.
